The spread’ of the hoof and mouth 


disease to dairy cattle kept in Rich- 
mond, and ithe* slaying of ‘several 


herd, of infected’ cattle,were the 
outstanding features yesterilay in the 
fight of authorities to place. the dis- 
ease under control. Dr. C.: Re’ Blake, 
county health officer, declared last 
night, however, that he believed that 
the plagie was well under control. 

The latest dairy to be placed under 
quarantine is. the Nicholl dairy on 
Twenty-third street. Three.cows at 
this place were said by Dr. Blake 
to have the disease. 

The total number of -cows. con- 
demned to date, as given by Df. Blake 
is over 2000, and over 3000 hogs have 
been condemned. The aggregate

Rules and regulations sent out.d 
G. -H. Hecke, direttor of antidettare 
dn this state, in regard to the quaran- 
tine of the hoof and mouth disease, 
are as follows:
